He briefly 
oatlinea (be poUoj of tia» dBfartmeat 
in tke foUowing : 

gMMral I would reoommend that 
the lint luid moat important thing to be 
done is to reyise thi: law as to tiecoiid 
olasa matter, so oa to place the postoftice 
department immedialtljr • self 

PMtwIuing bMis. 

"Avoid expenw expenmeiits, IOcb the 
postal Ittogtaph, rani ttm dtlirery, 
etc. 

"Develop tho postal service on exist- 
ing lines of aduiimstration, viz: Ex- 
tend free delivery iu cititm that now eu- 
joy it. Accord it to towns already eu- 
Mtled to it under the Iftw. Qoiciieu 
railroad transportation. 

"Reriae and reolaaslfy orgmaiiation 
of the railway mail servico, ud lediis- 
aify clerks iu po.itolTic<^s. 

'•Provido for district supervision of 
all poatal affairs by appoiutmeut of ex- 
pert poatel ortoials from olaraifled serv- 
ioe, aa leesmmended in my laat annual 
report." 

Mr. Bisnoll first discusses the effect of 
the con tinned deprensioii upon thf postal 
revenncs, and «ays; "VV'hf>ii adverse 
bnsines.i oonditious prevail au ordinary 
bnainess establishment may overcome 
them in part by eoonomies of nianage- 
ment auu rtitruuchinttut in expenditures. 
Not iO, honvover, with tho postoittce eo- 
tkblllduMnt of tlic govtnuneut. It can 
not, and should not stop to cousidt-r lit- 
tle wouoniies. Its obligations to tiie 
pnblio frtft"*"«» at once inteuaided and 
enUurged. 

"The revenue for the year was f 75,- 
080.479; expenditures $S4,.^24.414, leav- 
ing a deficienoT of |9,248,085. The es- 
timatee for the cnrrent year endiug 
Jane SO, 1896, are: Reyeune, $84,4'.'T,- 
748; expenditures |00,S90.485; deficiency 
i6,971,m. The eatlmatea rabmitted to 
the aeoretary of . the -tiff nanry for tlie 
ne«t liaoal year are: mrauoe. 166,907. - 
407; ezpbnditnree, |91,BB9,S«1; dcli- 
oiencT. $4,161,876. 

This onnnai 'deflcionoy, the poetmns- 
ter-general says, could be ovenxmiu hy 
the iucrcaite of postal rates, bnt he dous 
not believe tbia udvlaable. Economv 
haa been prootioed, bnt nevertheless 
sreat oare baa been taken tbbt it ahould 
not affect the eAcieucy of the aervici'. 

The economies liave oonaiating mui n 
ly iu ro-letting contracts for mailtr.iiis 
portatiou, and in the coHt and ainouut of 
i>n])plio«t; also in the abro;^ation of seven 
ofthull steaajship subsidy coutra;;ts, 
which will lueuu a total stiviuK in thu 
lOvt ariiof the oontraot'a life of ii;:4,- 
4:n",8:.'.">. c 

Mr. 1'! : 'ids that the ex- 

pcriun iitui li < w w !>■ projects should 
be discoutiuucil, and thiuks that free 
tlelivi ry in rural districts is not needed 
cr desin'd by thu piMiplo. I'otli of tluisi 
projects were originated by Lis pn d( ■ 
ees^or. 

He refers to tho war made by the de- 
partment on lottery achoines posHinK 
under tlie name of "bond iuve«tnieut 
companies, " and says it has been wa^ed 
snccesst'ully. Ho rocomnicnds the en- 
actment of laws covered iu bills now 
pendiuK before congress for the further 
supprebsion of lotterieH. 

Of the obstructions of maila b|r 
atrikes, the p<istma.ster general says: 
"In my lust report I called attention 10 
the necessity for the le;,'islatioii surh as 
then was and is now recouimended by 
the Huperiiit. iideiit of the railway ser- 
vice for the punishiiieiit of train wreck- 
ing and for li'nishitiv(< determination 
and detinition of a moil train. Such 
legii^iutiou would be of great adTsntage 

to the postal service." 

One of the utost important and iuter- 
eating features of iMr. Hissell's report is 
ita discussion of cla.'^s inattia-. Iu his 
laat report, he referred to the groat dis- 
proportion of growth of seconii class 
man matter. He has made a thorough 
investigation during the year upon 
which he Buys: "The effect of all this 
upon my mind is a conviction that the 
statutes and precedents upon tho busi- 
ness rests are defo<-tive; that they em- 
body tlie only great abuse at present 
existing in the postal service, uud that 
aa this abuse is growing all the tiuie, 
some remedy should be applied." 

He gives llgares for the past six vears 
showing that iu 1888 the weight of sec;- 
oud-olass matter oarried was 148,000,U()0 
pounds and in 1898 it was 806,000,00 ). 
During the year 1894 there vrere carried 
461,000,000 ponnda of all mail matter, 
of which 899,000,000 pounds was second 
class matter, the total cost being 
207,689, an avet«ge of eight cents a 
ponnd. Betnms from postmasters 
ahow that the amonnt npon which post- 
age at the rate of one cent was paid was 
254.000,000 pounds, the remaining 4^,- 
000,000 pounds being matter oarrieafreo 
Is the oonn^ of publication. The cost 
of ownying the second class matter wus 
$tO,820,000 while at the rate of one otmt 
a pound, the collections were |8, 647,000, 
and 1800,000 speoial looid rates iu carr.ier 
oities. leaving a net loss to the govern- 
ment of |Ht, 97 :s,<)0>>. 

After giving these figures, the post- 
master general coutiuues: "This oatou- 
MkNi applitts to truusixnrtatdon alone. 
Tbe aenarate M»t. of aistribation and 



delivery I wilt not attempt to estliuato, 
but anyone can nee that those items of 
expenditure would largely swell the 
loss. Then I do not advocate a change 
of rates now ujwu legitimate newspa- 
pers and p<;riodical raaga/.iin-s. My 
purpose is to urge the withdrawal of 
low postage ratt^s from the largo cities 
and tho pretended periodicals that are 
now improperly eu joying thoni. 

"Tlu! most conspicuous class of these 
pretended p(!riodicals are what are now 
generally known as s<Tial paper-covered 
books. They are iu no sense serial, 
however, e.\eopt iu name. Being usu- 
ally given oouie such general designa- 
tion as the 'fireside series," the 'detect- 
ive library, ' or some other title of like 
character. They are nothing but books 
pure and simple, and many of them 
very trashy books at that, each one dis- 
tinct in itself, the 'series' never being 
devotod to anything In partlmilar, hav- 
ing few snbscribers, and with uo real 
subscription price. 

"Another class of publications now 
largely enjoying the low ])oiituge ac- 
corded to second class matter is what 
has got to be known as the 'house 
organ,' being "imply a paper or pamph- 
let devoted mainly to the advertising of 
some mercantile^ manufacturing, or 
other establishment, but purporting to 
be devoted to trade, claiming a boniface 
list of Bubflcribers, and uoiuiuidly con- 
forming to other conditions of second 
class matter. 

"The bogus trade paper, not devoted 
to the advertising of any particular 
house, is antoher ill u s tr a t ion of the 
same aboae of the malls. 

"Of great moment, in eounaction 
with the abuse I am discusslllg, i^ tlie 
privilege given to pabUahen oi news* 
papers and msgaaines -tha first be- 
stowal of which was nnder the act of 
Maroh 8, 1886— to mail sample copies 
thereof at the poand rate ot postage. 
But for this too liberal privilege 1 am 
inclined to think that the very few 
really illeglsimate trade papers would 
ever have been admitted to jtne mails as 
second class matter." ' 

After commenting on the great in- 
ci-ease in the mailing of fraternal insur- 
ance publications as second olass mat- 
ter, and showing the onornHms itkirea.ie 
of them since the act of congress admit 
ting tiiem, Mr. Bisaell suggests the 
remedy in the following: 

"If it be the policy of the congress to 
continue the privileges ot s^'cond cias-* 
rates to benevo.eut oriraterua! socioiu s, 
then the remedy 1 would su/^'est womd 
be an amenomont of the law liimtniK 
this rate to tiieui ami to let,'iliiiiaie 
uewhpipers ami Itgituuato periodical 
mugu/.mos. 

"1 IjOdevo that one year's experience 
under such limuu.ious would deiiion- 
Btrate all legitimate newspapers and 
p«ri(i(!i( ul maijazines may be trans- 
mitted througn our mails from pub- 
lishers into tiie hands al aahaenoers 

free of lUl oost." 

The postmaster general does not favor 
the po.>tal telegrapli, a system advocated 
by lus predecessor. The uondiciuus iu 
iliis country, iie says, are such iis would 
eiioriuously iiu-reuse tlio liirgo deticit, 
lie take.s a.s example tho system lu 
(in-at Hritain, whicli is coiuparariveiy 
sinall territory, and shows that tlie 
postal teic;;raph entail.i a total annual 
lo.ss of about ^;.',UiU),tH,M. He points cut 
that iu a oouulry where tho territory is 
so lar;;e, the cost of a postal telegraph 
would far exceed any poaaible receipts 
or bone I its. 

Mr. llia>.sell gives tliu foUovnug daily 
average business of tho department, 
which shows the vastimss of tho postiil 
service: K umber of mil'js of post route 
run, 1,100,U()0; ui^mber of stamps manu- 
factured, b.aOO.OOU; number of envelopes 
manufactured, 1,»0U,U00; number of pos- 
tal cards manufactured, 1,500,000; num- 
ber of pieces mailed, 15,700,000; number 
of letters mailed, 7,400,000: number of 
pieces of mail matter distributed and re- 
distributed by railway postal clerks, 27,- 
600,000; number of pieces handled in 
dead letter ofHce. 24.000; daily transac- 
tions in money order business, $1,100,- 
000: daily expenses, $281,100. 

The postmaster general believes in 
dvil serrlsa in the postofloe depart- 
manr. Ha aayi: "If the qrstam has pro- 
dnoed aaoh good resnlta in Hm derioal 
foroe of tha department, it is rea- 
sonaUe loinanire whether eomethiag 
like it oonld not be applied with 
advantage to the lower gradaa of 
postmaster!. For more lhan one 
generation the ' America* people have 
been trained to regard the post- 
ohico as inseparable from the varying 
fortunes of the two great political par- 
ties, aud in some instances, even, as 
legitimately following the vicissitudes 
of mere factions within a party. This 
fallacy is to bo deplored. The intelli- 
gence of our people has long outgrown 
the notion that out one pohtioal party 
enjoys a monopoly ot admlniatrattva 

tali'Ot. 

"Tlus local DOntOfflce is closely con- 
nected with the every-day life of the 
pf'oijle who patron ivse it; and nothing is 
lurilier from the ]>riuciples of borne 
rule, and inajni ity rule, tlian to force a 
change wliulever. Vet. this is what 
liappens, iiml i-^ bound to hapiX'n as 
long as th<^ lio^iotlices reimdn in tho 
public mind, and hence iu the pr.un ice 
uf tho j>o\ ernnifiit associated with 
polities. 

"The poeial service must either be 
tal;eu out ol tli'- jiolititicid field all<>- 
gelher and surrounded with the same 
conditions which conduce to the healtli 
of a private business or bo divided, for 
udmiuiiitrativo purpo.ses, into two si^c- 
tious, the one |H)iitiual and the otliMi' 
non-political, each under a separate 
hea<i, BO that the executive on the nou- 
politioal side shall not bt required to 
give any of his tliouK'lit to the improve- 
ment ot the post.d system." 

Mr. Bissell refers tu the bill now 
pending in congress to relieve the post- 
muster general of the responsiUlity of 
postotUoe appointments. Ckunmenting 
upou this bill, the postmaster genenu 
says: 

"Whether stub a plan is, or Is not. 



the best tnat oan oeCMTiaea n is at least 
the formation of a plan which is en- 
titled to the most earnest, careful aud 
immediate consideration, aud may be- 
come a foundation upon which to build. 
What is earnestly desired, and what 
daily appears more of a necessity, is 
legislatiou ot some kind wliioh will in- 
sure an ImprovamaBl apon pr ese n t 
methods." 

Mr. Bissell closes his report with a 
retpiest that a new building be provid- 
ed for the postofilce deportment, lie 
says interest on the cost of on adequat 
building would be UMi thaa the amoant 
of rent paid. 

WWOftQ PEOPLE SHOT.

MBMPH13, Nor. 20.— Deputy United 
States Marshals T. Wood and A. P. .Mc- 
riellan went to Brookside, Ala., 8atur- 
day to arrest several parties charged 
with selling liquor without licease. 
Four men had been arrestod aud tiie of- 
ficers were alter others. Saturday night 
they lay in waiting near the Sloai Iron 
and Sted oompany'a ofBoa aneoting 
the other men, who ware waaied, to 
pass that way. 

The officers soon afterward changed 
positions, and three citiaens, who were 
nearby, bnt had nothing to do withlhe 
arrest, passed near the place where The 
olRcers had been watchiug and were 
mistaken for tha ellloers and fbred upon 
by unknown persona supposed to be 
liquor dealers. Laarie MoDonald, a 
stable boy, was fatally wounded, being 
shot in the head. D. M. Stewart, a 
storekeeper, was shot in the temple aud 
dangerousgly wonuded, and a miner 
named Duntjs wm shot in the forehead 
and st riously hurt. The parties who 
did the shooting vsuaped.

The liravy 
cap wlii<'h hung over the mounrain 
early in the week iudica'ed to ciu'etul 
obsarvers the heavy rainstorm which 
prevailed Friday and Saturday. 

ATTEMPT TO BURN A TOWN.

ZA.Nr.Kviij.K, ()., Nov. 30,— A system 
atic attempt was maiie yesterday even 
iiig to destroy the lity by lire. At 
ti o'clock a false alarm called the Ceii 
tral cart and two of the five other laa- 
ohlnes to the Eighth word. While they 
were trying to locate tho fire an alarm 
was rung iu from tho Seventh ward, a 
mile distant, where a large bom wa.s 
burning. 

Five minutes later fire broke out iu a 
vaoanthonse in another part of the 
city, and at 0:80 there was another 
alarm from tha Nin|ii ward, also an 
outlying ward. The department was 
Tmane to U3k oare of them all and a 
house belonging to William Muller was 
consumed and another one slightly 
damaged. Fortunately the flames were 
prevented from spreading in every in- 
stance. Couidderable excitement exists, 
as it is regarded as an attempt to burn 
tha town for purjwse of plunder.

KANaAB CiTT, Nov. 86.— FIfteaa raai- 
denoes, oocvpying tha aqnara between 
Twea^r-ntaitn and Thirtieth streets and 
Gai^eld and Euclid avenues, were com- 
pletely destroyed by a fire which broke 
out about noon vesterdaj. Most of the 
houses destroyed were costly strnotares. 
and were located in one of the aristo- 
cratic portions of the dty. The honse- 
hold goods were also dMtroyed. Some 
of the occupants of the burning dwell 
ings tiled to save their furniture 1^ car- 
rymg it oat to the street, bnt the flames 
were so fierce that the furniture caught 
fire aud nothing was saved. The loss 
will aggregate t»5,000, with abont$40.-

The 
fires are tho most damaging known in 
the bottoms «inoe the prairie and forest 
fires during the early settlements.

Oevemer Itcme had honored the 
requisition of the goramor of Arkansas, 
and had Oldared the sheriff of Carroll 
coanlf to arrest Moss and deliver him 
to the>Arkansas ofHoials. The offi. ers, 
learning that Moss, who hadreoeutiy 
grown bold, would probably attend 
charoh at Bnon vesterday, left for that 
point and raaohad the church just as 
the minister was beginning services. 
Moss and bia companions were stand- 
ing near the churob when Chatham and 
Brewer approached Moss threw his 
hand to his hip pocket as if to draw his 
pistol when Chatham grabbed his hand 
and Brewer also grabbed him. 

Moss being a stout and powerful 
young nan, resisted the officers, when 
both officers pulled their pittols. They 
soufflsd with Moss until they reached 
the church door SO feet away, when 
Moss had succeeded in almost wrenching 
Brewer's pistol from his hand and fired 
it oae time at Chatham, but Brewer 
ku(K!ki!d the pistol up and caught the 
bullet in his arm, inflicting a seriow>- 
wound. He then rammed Biew. r s pis- 
tol into Chatham's br^aiit and pulled 
the trigger ag.-iin and again, :iMt Brew- 
er's hand cau^-ht tho hammer and tlie 
pi -tol onl3' snapped. His hand, how- 
ever, Wks terribij' cut. By this time 
Chatham had freed his pistol from .Moss" 
grasp aud tired six bullets into him. 
killing him almost m-tantly. liiten-i<' 
excitement prevailed at the churca, ouil 
aeoces of wonan fainted.

On the other side, 
which was partially submerged, were 
letters, no dinibt the name ot tie- ship 
from which it had floated. This was in 
latitude 42, longitude •il, jkossibly a lit- 
tle further to the southward thau the 
course {mrsued by the Indiana. Captain 
Hunter is confident that it came from a 
pasBonger ship that had mot witii reoent 

disaster. 

Pilot Bchellinger, who was in charge 
of the Calvin, .saj's that the rait de- 
scribed by (.'aptain Hunter clo«;ely re- 
spniblfs those carried by the American 
line boats, ( lose to the' raft WSS float- 
ing a wokUu bucket.

NO HOPE F OR TH E IVANHOE. 

The Tassal and AU on Boara Were Va< 
donbtedty ImU 

Victoria, B. C., Nov. „'(!.— That the 
wreckage ropcn-ted ashore on the north- 
western end of Vancou\'er island is that 
of the ill-fated Ivanhoe, is now proved 
boyoud a doubt and when the steamer 
Mischief returns it is more than proba- 
ble Captain Foote, her master, will have 
definite news of the futo of this long- 
missing vessel. 

The coasting steamer Maude returned 
last night from the west cu.it-t having 
gone as far uorth as Kyuku sound. The 
weather during the trip was too rough 
to permit much investigation aud the 
captain had not neard before starting 
of the reporta brought by the steamer 
Mystery last week. Almost, his first 
words on landing were of the Ivanhoe: 

"I gnasi there is no further hope of 
the Ivanhoe," he said. "Hhe's made 
another of the long list ot vessels bat- 
tored to pieces on the west coast on this 
island. When we were at Barclay 
sound we heard of her. Two white 
miuers oallad last Toasday at an In- 
dian's hnt near the entrance to the 
sound and hanging on the wall the firs» 
thing they nottoed in the plaoa was one 
of the Ivanhoe's life baoys. 

"There was no doubt as to the iden- 
tity, as the ship's name and her port 
were clearly marked. They waited for 
some time for the Indians to return so 
they might question them about the 
buoys, but oil hands were away fiahing 
and there was uo kuewledge when they 
would be back. The men looked around 
but could see no other signs of wreck- 
age, so they came down and reported 
all tiiey had seen to me, requesting I 
make kuowii the fact on reaching port. 

"As a lai'g<' luinkht^rof Indians along 
Barclay ■ound ]iist now have recently 
arriv««il from furrher up the coast, it is 
luuit likely the Ivauhoe's buoys liad 
beeu brought from Kynka or Fort 
HcoH. 1 had not h«ard of the wreckage 
fouud there us reported by the steamer 
Mystery's engineer, but this would ap- 
pear to cerrobale it and settle ita IdMl* 
tity as that of the Ivanhoe."

The Democratic leaden say that with 
either Clay or Hardin as the Democratic 
candidate for Governor the chances of 
tbe Republicans are rendered more bril- 
liant than ever before. Tbe can^aign 
thus far waged between Olay and Hardin 
ha^^ lieen of the diaracter of tlie fiuht of 
vituperation made by Owene and Breclc- 
inridge with the filth eliminated. Ttie 
result i-1 that the feeling between the 
cioMcr followers of the two men is intense, 
and the only thing necessary to fan this 
oondition into flame is the approach to 
the close of the campaign w hen tbe two 
gentlemen, like Owens and Breckinridge, 
will disable the party in order to gratify 
their own personal ambibitions. 

The only possibility for a Republican 
Governor is the nomination by the Dem- 
ocrats of a candidate who will not be ac- 
ceptable to the party in the State at 
large.

PORT ARTHDR BATTLE 

Further Particulars [How That 
Place Was Captured. 



OOaPLRi JAPANin VIDIORT

HifmmiA, Jmpta, Nor. S6.— Port 
AtOmr if in powe i i ri on of th« Japanese. 
Details of its captore ia received here in 
a dispatch sent by Admiral Ito, com 
mau<l(T of thi( .Tapaiipso avrj, from 
Port Arthur. The dmpatch says: 

This place was captured by Marshal 
Oyama on Thursday. The united 
■qnadrou stood off shore oMre^ at 
tracting seaward the attention of the 
' coast batteries. Binoe Friday morning 
thu men of the fleet have beoii hard at 
work roiiioviuK the torpedoes and pro 
tecting the mouth of the entrance to 
the fort. The dockyard, arsenal and 
■hipa in the port hara bean handed over 
to ttie Japanese naty dapartment. Tlie 
dockyard and arsenal are in i)orfect 
working order. 

For over a fortnight past Count 
Oyama's army had been steadily march 
ixig in two dlTisionsdown the peninsola 
to Fort Arthnr, kaaplBC ia toooh aa far 
as poaaibla with tiia Japanaae fleet. The 
OonntTT' was Tery diffloolt of pasiage, 
•tpadally for the artillery. Except iu 
the coltirated valleys there were prac- 
tically no roads. The men worked 
oheerfally. No orgauiaed resistance 
was oftarad hy the Chinese troops for 
thrae-qnarters of tha aiaroh. Since 
then. howsTer. than wwa aaoaaloaal 
brushes with the eneisy. vfllafes 
along tha Una of manh yiaMad Bttle 
in tha waj of auipttaa. fleaw of them 
wara loetad bama tha Japanaae ar- 
ttnA. 

OnToeadaj the right diviiion's ad- 
ranea goaid had a alrinniab with the 
enemy, who latirad in good ovtar. The 
anajBw'a aadtioaa were reoonnoiteted 
and faaad to be strong and held in 
foroe. In the aft«ruoon the fort and 
Tillage af Shuisy-Chiug was captured. 
Both diTiaioaa awred forward during 
thaaifht laily in the morning the 
right mtiaion crept np the range of low 
hillatoMie northwest of Port Arthur 
and carried them with a rush. Gnus 
were then drugud up and fire opened on 
a atrongredoubt about 1,000 yards dis- 
tant. The enemy returned the fire 
briskly. The Japanese iufuutry a<l- 
Tanced against a well directed lire with- 
ont faltering. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock the fort was 
carried by storm in a most gallant fash- 
ion. The Chinese stood for a minute or 
two against the IIiihI oiislauKlit, fighting 
fiercely. Then tliw Hod toward the 
dockyard. Tlio riK'iit ilivit-iou then ad- 
vanced in force against tlio Kokiusau 
furt. which w.as armed with several 
heavy Krupp wliich wtro well 

herved. Scoreb of mo;i were killed or 
wounded ill this brief advaaco. The 
fort was strengthtmed by trenches and 
loopholed mud walls, but nil were (tar- 
ried without difllculty. At noon the 
fort itself was btoruied and captured 
after a .short but desperate flight. 

By 3 o'clock in the afternoon the 
light divisicju was in full possession of 
the wotteru jiart of the stroji>,'hold 
Meaiiwlu!.' tiji- l. ti division had bei'U 
fiercely e;i(;a;/ed oij the ^ouiheast where 
the K'ound was le!<s dillieult, but far 
from easy. Advancing over the hills 
the first liirision had to ( li ar the enemy 
out of some oullymx work apinireully 
of recent construction. Then their 
progress wius momentarily checked by 
u heavy lire from throe forts that were 
connected by Irencho.s. Tliese forts 
were .stroii;,ly held, and were well 
placed on the highest ground in the vi 
cinity. The .lapanese artillei-y and the 
Cliiuuse guns iu the forts kept up a 
ateady fire. The latter wore all heavy 
pieoea, and they pounded uway for some 
time at Ae Japanese infantry, who, iu 
the maantlme, were adyuooiag all alang 
the line, taking skillful adraatafa^ 
tha brnshwood and other oover. 

Tha final assault was splendidly de- 
livered, the enemy being driven head 
long from the worlu after maldag a 
gallant stand. By eveaiaa Poat Artliar 
waa in possession of theJapanese, bnt 
the enemy still held some eight or 10 
xadonbta with a total of about ao gnns 
on the coast line. Tha Japanese 
blvouaoed on the hills and oi^taiyd 
forts. Early Thursday morning Loa 
Iftt and the other forts were attaakad in 
anocession, all being captured withoat 
aerions loss on the Japanese aide. It ia 
estimated that tha Chinees loss was over 
1.000 killed aad woanded. Bararal 
thousand wove taken priaonars. The 
Japanese loat 800 man. Tha Japanese 
hare taken quite 80 gans and auMrtars 
that ware in uaa ia ttia oaptnrad forts 
aad radoubta aad maay others that were 
fbnad ia the dockyard. They have also 
captured an immense quantity of am- 
munition, completely equipped torpedo 
atorea and large quaatittaa of riaa and 
baana. 

A dispatch boat has left Ping- Yang 
ialet •for Port Arthnr, conveying the 
emperor's oougratulatious to Count 
Oyama and his thanks to the troops.

Brapdock, Pa., Nov. 19.— In 1891 a 
young electrician, now in Paris, on Ibok- 
ing through Oamegie's great steel-rail 
plant here, casually suggested that elec- 
tricity could be made to operate the 
widely-separated pieces of machinery at 
a saving of many thousands a year. 

To-day Andrew Carnegie visited liie 
plant for the first time in two yaars and 
saw alaotilcity doing tha wwk. This 
improvement, togathor with others, 
makes it possible for eight men to do 
the work 300 did in 1891. Of oonrse, Mr. 
Carnegie will now be able to underbid 
all his competitors. 

One of the improvements is called a 
"soaking pit." Each "soaking pit" takes 
the place of ten reheating furnaces. The 
pits will revolutioniise the steel-rail busi- 
ness. Electric cranes, the first in the 
world, will lift the blooms out of the 
"soaking pits." 

From Braddock Mr. Carnegie went to 
Homestead, where he learned that he is 
the owner of the largest bloom mill in 
the world. When he was told that one 
year's output if rolled into a shaft five 
feet in diameter would make a column 
twenty-five miles high, he said: "How 
wonderful !" 

He saw a 2o-ineh beam weighing 100 
pounds t^i the foot l ilt in two in twelve 
seeondH by a saw which has no teeth, 
but the cin iiinl'erence of which travels 
at the rate of six miles per minute. 

In another ehoi) Mr. Carnegie saw an 
Knglish walnut cracked under a press 
whose delicate touch did not break the 
kernel. Then he saw a piece of steel ten 
nches in diameter and a foot high 
mashed in it as thin as paper.

Hiaownwa, Japan, Nov. S6.— Viald 
Marahal Count Oyama, whoaa almy 
oapturad Port Arthur, raporta as fol- 
lows: 

The second army began tha attack on 
the landward forts at Port Arthur at 
dawn, Nov. 21. The Chinese offered a 
very strong resistance until, finally, we 
seised tha forts to the west of the cav- 
alrv and artillery parade grounds at 8:80 
o'clock. We took the fort on Golden 
Hill at 4 o'clock in the afternoon of 
Nov. 22, all the other lorts wei e taken. 
Over 200 Japanese otiicors and men 
were killed or womidccl. 'I'lui ( ')iineso 
loss was over 1,000 killed and several 
thonsaml prisoners (captured. The 
spoils are abundant and includes u 
Hpeuially large number of large gans 
and a quuutity of ammunition. The
